Federal  officers  arrest  Mexican  national 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Federal  officers  arrested  a  42-year-old  Mexican 
national  wanted  for  questioning  in  the  1985  death  of  a  U.S.  drug  enforcement 
agent  who  was  kidnapped  and  tortured  before  he  was  killed  in  Guadalajara, 
Mexico,  officials  say. 

Federal  Drug  Enforcement  Agent  Steve  Lough  said  Leonardo  Contreras 
Subias  was  arrested  without  incident  Friday  at  a  downtown  Salt  Lake  City 
restaurant. 

“He’s  been  a  fugitive  of  ours  since  1980,”  Lough  said.  “He’s  wanted  in 
Mexico  on  homicide  charges  and  we’ve  been  looking  for  him  extensively  since 
the  murder  of  one  of  our  agents  in  Guadalajara.” 

Lough  said  Subias  was  aiTested  on  a  drug  charge  in  Los  Angeles  in  1980  and 
has  been  at  large  since  he  posted  bail. 

Subias  is  wanted  for  questioning  in  the  1985  torture-killing  of  U.S.  drug 
enforcement  agent  Enrique  Camarena  Salazar.  Mexican  authorities  also  want 
to  question  him  about  the  death  of  one  of  their  agents,  Lough  said. 

Subias  was  charged  with  flight  to  avoid  prosecution  and  was  expected  to 
appear  before  a  U.S.  mh^strate  Monday. 

,  It  was  unclear  why  Subias  was  in  Salt  Lake  City,  but  Lough  said  the  suspect 
apparently  had  visited  the  area  before. 

“He’d  been  here  a  couple  of  times,  but  we  don’t  know  if  he  was  going  to  move 
here  or  just  what,”  Lough  said.  He  said  Subias  was  staying  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Special  report  on  Wilberg  is  completed 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Federal  Mine  Safety  and  Health  investigators  have 
completed  a  special  probe  of  a  1984  fire  at  the  Wilberg  Mine  that  killed  27  coal 
miners  and  are  forwarding  their  report  to  the  agency’s  legal  staff. 

The  report  first  will  be  presented  to  the  National  MSHA  Committee  for 
signatures  and  then  will  be  sent  to  the  head  of  the  organization’s  coal  division, 
MSHA  spokesman  Frank  O’Gorman  said  Sunday  from  his  home  in  Arlington, 
Va. 

O’Gorman  said  he  not  read  the  report  and  could  not  confirm  reports  that 
investigators  have  recommended  it  be  forwarded  to  the  Justice  Department 
for  possible  prosecution  of  mine  owners  Emery  Mining  Corp.  and  Utah  Power 
&  Light.  He  said  the  legal  staff  would  decide  whether  the  report  goes  to  the 
Justice  Department. 

However,  he  said  the  report  was  given  to  Rep.  Howard  Nielsen,  R-Utah, 
whose  staff  member.Bill  Sampson  said  he  was  told  that  the  report  would  go  to 
the  justice  department. 

Pope  tells  millions  to  pray  for  peace 

Christians  worldwide  looked  beyond  global  strife  on  Easter  Sunday,  brav¬ 
ing  unrest  in  the  Holy  Land  and  praying  in  England  for  an  end  to  Northern 
Ireland’s  religious  bloodshed. 

In  his  traditional  Easter  address  in  Vatican  City,  Pope  John  Paul  II  told 
100,000  people  in  St.  Peter’s  Square  and  a  broadcast  audience  of  millions  to 
remember  people  around  the  world  who  suffer  from  injustice  and  war. 

“Pray  for  peace  in  the  world,  for  justice,  pray  for  the  rights  of  man, 
especially  for  religious  freedom,”  he  said. 

In  Jerusalem,  about  1,000  faithful  joined  in  services  at  the  site  where  most 
Christians  believe  Jesus  rose  from  the  dead. 

But  church  officials  said  only  about  half  as  many  people  came  as  last  year  to 
the  services  at  the  12th-century  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulcher.  Many  were 
deterred  by  four  months  of  Palestinian  protests  and  Israeli  crackdowns  in  the 
occupied  teri’itories  that  have  left  more  than  130  Arabs  dead. 

In  Canterbury,  England,  Anglican  Archbishop  Robert  Runcie  likened  the 
recent  murder  of  two  British  soldiers  at  an  Irish  Republican  Army  funeral  to 
Christ’s  crucifixion. 

Candidates  campaign  in  Easter  services 

The  presidential  candidates  took  their  politicking  to  Easter  church  services 
on  Sunday  as  they  battled  for  victory  in  this  week’s  campaign  double  feature  — 
the  Colorado  caucuses  and  Wisconsin  primary. 

Republican  Pat  Robertson,  whose  candidacy  is  all  but  derailed  by  Vice 
President  George  Bush’s  march  to  the  nomination,  said  he  has  a  mandate  from 
God  and  won’t  stop  until  he  is  president  of  the  United  States. 

Saying  he  would  run  again  in  1992,  Robertson  told  about  3,000  people  at 
Denver’s  Happy  Church  that  “I  am  not  going  to  quit . . .  That  is  His  plan  for  me 
and  for  this  nation.  ” 

But  with  Bush’s  nomination  virtually  assured,  the  1988  focus  is  now  on  the 
Democrats. 

Sen.  Albert  Gore  Jr.  of  Tennessee,  who  has  staked  hopes  of  reviving  his 
trailing  campai^  with  a  good  showing  in  Wisconsin  on  Tuesday,  picked  up  the 
endorsement  this  weekend  of  the  Milwaukee  Journal. 

Poll  shows  polygamist  siege  hurt  Utah 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Most  Utahns  believe  that  a  polygamist  family’s 
13-day  seige  that  ended  in  a  bloody  shootout  with  authorities  has  tarnished  the 
state’s  image  throughout  the  nation,  a  new  poll  shows. 

The  poll,  conducted  by  Bardsley,  Hardison  &  Neidhart,  asked  Utahns  to 
evaluate  the  effect  of  the  incident  that  ended  Jan.  28  in  Marion,  Utah,  with  the 
death  of  a  state  connections  officer  and  the  wounding  of  family  leader  Addam 
Swapp. 

Nearly  two  thirds  of  those  responding  to  the  poll  conducted  for  The  Salt 
Lake  Tribune  felt  that  the  incident  left  some  serious  scars  on  the  state’s 
reputation. 

Responding  to  questions  on  the  degi’ee  of  damage  to  the  state’s  national 
image,  25  percent  of  those  polled  said  a  great  deal  of  damage  had  been  done, 
while  39  percent  said  some  damage  had  been  done.  Another  24  percent  said  not 
very  much  damage  was  done,  while  8  percent  said  none  was  done  at  all.  Four 
percent  were  undecided.

Gunman  robs  Twilight  Zone 


Pilgrims  from  around  world  gathu 
at  church  to  observe  Easter  servicel

The  Twilight  Zone  at  the  BYU 
Bookstore  was  robbed  of  several  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  on  the  evening  of  April  1, 
according  to  one  BYU  police  officer. 

According  to  Aaron  Rhoades,  in¬ 
vestigating  officer  for  BYU  police, 
the  suspect  walked  into  the  Twilight 
Zone  of  the  BYU  Bookstore  Friday  at 
9:30  p.m. 

The  suspect  approached  the  cashier 
and  said,  “This  is  not  April  Fool’s,” 
then  demanded  the  money  that  was  in 
the  cash  register. 

Rhoades  said  the  suspect  showed 
the  cashier  a  hand  gun,  but  did  not 


threaten  her  with  it. 

The  cashier  proceeded  to  put  the 
money  in  a  bag,  but  “she  wasn’t  doing 
it  fast  enough,  so  the  suspect  reached 
in  and  grabbed  it  himself,  then  ran 
out,”  said  Rhoades. 

The  suspect  took  approximately 
$590  from  the  cash  register,  said 
Rhoades. 

The  suspect  is  described  as  a  white 
male,  5’6”,  130  pounds,  age  18-22, 
with  dark  brown  or  black  hair. 

He  was  wearing  a  white  turtleneck 
sweater  with  white  lettering,  a  blue- 
jean  jacket,  and  bluejean  pants. 

“This  is  a  rare  occurence  at  B  YU  . . . 
to  have  an  armed  robbery,”  said 
Rhoades.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Loving  God 
is  no  “lukewarm  endeavor,”  said 
President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  in  the 
Satui'day  morning  session  of  the 
158th  Annual  General  Conference  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

“To  love  God  with  all  your  heart, 
soul,  mind  and  strength  is  all-consum¬ 
ing  and  all  encom- 
passing.  It  is  total 
commitment  of  our 
very  being  —  physi¬ 
cally,  mentally,  emo¬ 
tionally  and  spiritu¬ 
ally  —  to  a  love  of  the 
Lord,”  President 
Benson  said. 

He  was  joined  by 
four  general  authori¬ 
ties,  including  Presi¬ 
dent  Howard  W. 

Hunter,  acting  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve,  and 
Elder  James  M.  Paramore,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  First  Quorum  of  the  Sev¬ 
enty. 

According  to  President  Benson, 
“We  must  put  God  in  the  forefront  of 
everything  else  in  our  lives.  When  we 
put  God  first,  all  other  things  fall  into 
their  proper  place  or  drop  out  of  our 
lives.” 

He  said  one  of  the  most  difficult 
tests  in  life  will  be  choosing  between 
pleasing  God  or  pleasing  someone 
you  love,  particularly  family  mem¬ 
bers.  “Sometimes  we  must  choose  to 
honor  the  Father  over  our  mortal  fa¬ 
ther.” 

President  Benson  admonished  fa¬ 
thers  to  maintain  daily  family  prayer, 
and  individual  time  with  their  wives 
and  children. 

He  instructed  mothers  to  honor 
their  divine  calling  “by  not  leaving 
the  homefront  to  follow  the  w'ays  of 
the' world.”  And  he  asked  children  to 
pray  for  their  parents  and  “add  honor 
to  their  name.” 

“Whatever  God  requires  is  right,” 
he  said,  quoting  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith. 

Elder  Paramore  encouraged  LDS 
Church  members  to  “seek  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.”  He  said  the 
Church  “is  necessary  to  help  us  to 
change  our  lives,  to  become  new 
creatures.” 

He  cited  examples  of  those  whose 
lives  were  blessed  because  of  activity 
in  the  Church. 

One  police  officer  who  was  honored 
as  the  outstanding  police  officer  in 
Califoraia  said,  “All  I  know  about  or¬ 
ganizing  is  what  I’ve  learned  in  the 
Church.” 

Paramore  also  quoted  George 
Romney,  former  governor  of  MicM- 
gan,  who  said,  “What  success  I  have 
had  in  the  business  world  I  owe  to  the 
training  I  received  in  this  church.” 

Elder  Paramore  said  that  the

ing  others. 

“The  Church  is  a  way  of  life,”  and 
its  organizations  and  cultural  and  de¬ 
velopmental  opportunities  are  the 
“envy  of  the  world,”  he  said.

He  said  perhaps  many  of  us  may  not 
have  “fully  glimpsed  its  spiritual  sig¬ 
nificance  and  eternal  gi-andeur.  ” 
President  Hunter  described  some 
of  the  final  scenes  of  Christ’s  life  as  he 
healed  the  sick,  raised  the  dead,  and 
expounded  the  scriptures. 

“In  the  hours  that  followed,  he 
sweat  drops  of  blood,  was  scourged 
by  the  very  leaders  who  claimed  to  be 
custodians  of  his  law  and  was  cruci¬ 
fied  in  the  company  of  thieves.” 

To  complete  the  atonement,  Christ 
then  broke  “the  bands  of  death.” 
When  Christ’s  mother  and  Mary 
Magdelene  came  to  the  tomb,  they 
found  it  open  and  empty.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  -  Elder  L. 
Tom  Perry  of  the  LDS  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  speaking  during  the  Satur¬ 
day  morning  session  of  the  158th  An¬ 
nual  'General  Conference  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  admonished  LDS  Church 
members  to  be  mindful  of  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  they  have  to  be  “in  the 
world”  but  not  of  the  world. 


Elder  Perry  gave  the  e.\ami)le  of 
Daniel  of  the  Old  Testament  as  some¬ 
one  who  lived  “  ‘in  the  world,’  and 
influenced  it  through  his  righteous 
living.”  Daniel  was  taken  to  be 
trained  for  service  in  the  court  of 
Nebuchadnezzar.  He  overcame  tests 
in  being  “in  the  world”  by  not  chal¬ 
lenging  the  beliefs  of  the  Babyloni¬ 
ans,  said  Elder  Perry.  Daniel  found 
“that  he  did  not  have  to  adojrt  a  differ¬ 
ent  standard  of  values  when  he  was  ‘in 
the  world,'  ”  Elder  Perrv  said. 


Speaking  of  i)rior  e.\i)eriences.  El¬ 
der  Perry  found  that  by  adhering  to 
his  values  and  drinking  a  glass  of  milk 
at  cocktail  hours  during  business  din¬ 
ners,  he  did  not  have  to  “violate 
Church  standards  to  become  a  viable, 
contributing  member  of  my  chosen 
profession.” 

“I  found,  just  as  Daniel  did.  that 
being  different  in  the  world  brought 
some  interesting  reactions,  but  obedi¬ 
ence  to  the  Lord’s  law  is  always  asso¬ 
ciated  with  His  blessings.”  he  said.

Elder  Perry  also  reminded  LDS 
Church  members  to  “declare  the 
Gospel  to  all  of  our  Father  in 
Heaven’s  children.”  He  encouraged 
Church  members  to  exert  their  influ¬ 
ence  outward  to  sha]je  the  light  direc¬ 
tion  for  institutions  such  as  govern¬ 
ments,  communities,  neighborhoods 
and  schools.  “How  effective  will  be 
the  results  of  our  service  if  we  will 
continue  to  serve,  each  in  our  own 
personal  way,  ‘in  the  world’  in  which 
we  live,”  he  said. 

Elder  Neal  A.  Maxwell,  of  The 
LDS  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles, 
who  also  spoke  during  the  Saturday 
session,  reminded  Church  members 
to  “not  be  alarmists”  by  jirematurely 
expecting  the  Second  Coming,  but  to 
be  “noticing  and  jireparing.” 

He  spoke  of  the  need  to  know  when 
summer  is  nigh  by  kee])ing  the  eyes 
on  more  than  a  few  leaves  of  the  fig- 
tree.  “...  It  is  one  thing  to  notice 
strong  ocean  breakers  crashing 
against  the  shore . . .  and  quite  another 
to  discern  the  jiowerful  movements 
on  the  ocean’s  quake-jarred  floor  fore¬ 
telling  a  terrible  tidal  wave,”  he  said. 

Church  members  should  notice  and 
ponder  but  not  become  jireoccupied 
and  ignore  “any  sprouting  leaves  be¬ 
cause  of  being  ‘overcharged’  with  the 
cares  of  this  life,’  ”  said  Elder 
Maxwell. 

Some  conditions  in  the  days  of 
Noah  and  Lot  described  in  the  Bible 
will  precede  the  Second  Coming  of  the 
Savior,  he  said.  Two  words  used  in 
the  Bible  describing  Noah’s  time,  “vi¬ 
olence  and  corruption  . . .  appear  to  be 
increasing  today,”  Maxwell  said. 

“Those  in  Lot’s  day  ate  ‘drank, 
bought,  sold,  planted,  and  builded’ 
amid  gross  wickedness.” 

In  the  last  days,  however,  the 
Church  will  grow  extensively  and 
many  fine  and  wonderful  men  will 
continue  to  lead  decent  and  useful 
lives,”  he  said. 

“Besides,  as  Mormon  said,  scrip¬ 
tural  commentary  on  declining  condi¬ 
tions  is  not  communicated  ‘to  weigh 
thee  down,’  but  to  hel])  us  live  so  that 
Christ  may  ‘lift  thee  up,’  ”  said  Elder 
Maxwell.

President  Monson  said 
that  sins  are  like  barnacles 
and  that  hardly  anyone  goes 
through  life  without  picking 
up  some.  “They  increase  the 
drag,  slow  our  i)rogress,  de¬ 
crease  our  efficiency,”  he 
said,  “unrei)ented,  they  can 
eventually  sink  us.”  , 

President  Monson  told  of 
Nephi,  Samuel,  Paul,  Job 
and  Joseph,  “pioneers”  that 
made  a  difference  in  their, 


young  men  should  have,  emphasizing  the  importance  of 
keeping  the  Lord’s  commandments.  He  stressed  sincere 
prayer,  scripture  study,  church  activity,  high  dress  stan¬ 
dards  and  service.  “All  it  takes  for  evil  to  triumph  is  for 
good  men  to  do  nothing,”  he  added.  He  said  the  position  of 
the  Church  has  never  changed  concerning  temjde  mar¬ 
riage.  “It  is  a  commandment  of  God.” 

He  concluded  his  talk  by  quoting  Lehi  from  The  Book  of 
Mormon,  “Arise  from  the  dust  my  sons  and  be  men.” 

Elder  James  E.  Faust,  a  member  of  the  LDS  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  also  spoke  at  the  session.  Elder  Faust  also 
spoke  of  the  responsibilities  that  men  have  to  their 
families,  mainly  to  their  wives. 

He  began  his  talk  by  telling  of  an  “insensitive”  man  who 
had  season  tickets  to  the  basketball  games  of  a  local  uni¬ 
versity.  His  wife  had  just  passed  away  and  he  was  ques¬ 
tioned  at  the  next  game  why  he  couldn’t  find  a  member  of 
the  family  to  attend  the  games  with  him.  The  man  an¬ 
swered,  “They’ve  all  gone  to  the  funeral.” 

Elder  Faust  stated  that  all  too  often  men  get  too  en- 
gi’ossed  in  their  own  activities  and  overshadow  less  visi-  - 
ble  contributions  of  their  wives. 

He  said  that  women’s  inner  strength  comes  from  their 
spirituality.  “They  equal  or  even  surpass  men,  as  they  do 
in  faith  . . .  They  have  more  trust  in  the  Lord ,  more  faith  in 
his  word.” 

Elder  Faust  asked  the  priesthood  holders  to  honor 


own  times.  He  also  emi)hasized  the  quickening  pace  of 
actvity  in  modern  times  following  the  annoucement  by 
former  LDS  President  Si)encer  W.  Kimball,  “We  must 
lengthen  our  stride.”  He  added  that  new  printing  presses 
have  had  to  be  constructed  since  President  Benson  asked 
the  Church  to  read  The  Book  of  Mormon. 

President  Monson  also  said  that  Church  members  need 
to  be  quick  to  bear  their  testimonies. He  said,  due  to 
indecision,  he  has  seen  the  truth  of  the  statement,  “When 
the  time  for  decision  arrives,  the  time  foi'  preparation  has 
past.” 

Other  speakers  at  the  session  were  Bishop  Henry  B. 
Eyring,  first  counselor  in  the  Presiding  Bishrojjric,  and 
President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  first  counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency. 

President  Monson  told  members  of  the  congregation  as 
the  session  began  that  in  attendance  in  the  tabernacle 
were  BYU  basketball  jilayers  Michael  Smith  and  Brian 
Taylor. 

Music  for  the  session  was  ])rovided  by  a  men’s  choir 
from  the  Ogden  and  Mount  Ogden  regions  of  the  LDS 
Church.

“Follow  is  the 
word  the  Savior  used  when  he  called 
his  helpers  to  the  mini.stry,”  he  said. 

“Among  the  things  we  should  re¬ 
member  about  the  Savior  is  that  there 
are  things  we  should  forget  about  our 
fellowmen  —  the  wrongs  they  have 
done  us.” 

Elder  Oaks  also  discussed  the

Just  as  the  Savior  taught  us  the 
parable  of  the  good  she])herd  “who 
left  the  multitude  and  went  out  in 
search  of  a  single  sheep  who  was 
lost,”  Elder  Oaks  encouraged  coujJes 
who  enjoy  loving  comi)anionshii)s  to 
include  single  brothers  and  sisters 
into  their  social  circles. 


Elder  Oaks  quoted  President  Kii'n- 
ball  as  saying,  “Let  us  fellowship  the 
students  from  all  nations  as  they  come 
to  our  land,  so  that  we,  above  all  other 
l)eo])le,  treat  them  as  brothers  and 
sisters  in  true  friendshi]j,  whether  or 
not  they  are  interested  in  the  gospel.” 

Another  speaker.  Elder  David  B. 
Haight  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve, 
followed  the  sjjirit  of  the  Easter  sea¬ 
son  and  sijoke  on  Christ’s  atoning  sac¬ 
rifice. 

“If  we  could  feel  or  were  sensitive, 
even  in  the  slightest,  to  the  matchless 
love  of  our  Savior  and  his  willingness 
to  suffei'  for  our  individual  sins,”  El¬ 
der  Haight  said,  “we  would  cease  pro¬ 
crastination  and  clean  the  slate  and 
repent  of  all  our  transgressions.” 

He  said,  “The  spirit  of  truth  leads 
men  to  righteousness,  but  we  must 
have  a  desire  to  seek  truth  and  take 
the  time  to  form  spiritual  habits  and 
respond  to  S]5ii-itual  impressions  if  we 
are  to  keeji  our  souls  alive,  and  is  not 
now  the  time  to  begin?” 

Elder  Glenn  L.  Rudd  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  the  Seventy  addressed  the' 
members  concerning  the  simple 
things  of  the  gosijel.  “The  gospel  of 
Jesus  (’hi'ist  is  beautifully  simple  and 
simi)ly  beautiful,”  he  said. 

Ekler  Rudd  said  nothing  is  more 
simi)le  than  prayer.  He  told  a  story  of 
a  lu'imary-age  boy  who  met  an  apos¬ 
tle.  The  boy  said,  “1  think  you  are  one 
of  the  ajjostles  of  the  Church.  I  think 
you  are  the  one  who  travels  all  over 
the  ocean  on  big  boats  and  little  boats 
and  all  kinds  of  airplanes  —  and  you 
are  the  one  who  never  gets  sick  or 
hurt  in  any  wrecks,” 

The  boy  lu'ocoeded  to  ask  the  apos¬ 
tle  why  he  never  got  hurt  or  sick  and 
the  apostle  had  no  reply.  The  boy 
said,  “That’s  because  1  i)ray  for  ,vou.” 

Elder  Douglas  H.  Smith,  also  a 
member  of  the  First  Quorum  of  the 
Seventy,  asked  listeners  of  the  after¬ 
noon  session,  “What  think  ye  of 
Christ? 

“The  Lamb  of  God  came  to  earth  to 
redeem  and  to  teach,”  said  Elder 
Smith.  “He  taught  the  blessed  law  of 
love.  The  Holy  One  of  Israel  sought 
no  earthly  personal  gain  nor  glory.” 

Elder  Smith  bore  a  solemn  testi¬ 
mony  that  Jesus  lives  and  “every  act 
of  his  life  was  one  of  deep  inner  love. 


compassion,  kindness  and  forgive¬ 
ness. 

“Quietly,  and  without  further  ut¬ 
terance  in  his  own  defense,  he  gave 
his  life  as  a  ransom  for  us.” 

Elder  Angel  Abrea,  member  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  the  Seventy,  spoke 
on  the  evil  of  the  security  of  not  doing 
or  being.

Apostles  stress  God's  love

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Elder  Mar¬ 
vin  J.  Ashton,  of  the  LDS  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  urged  and  invited  those 
who  have  temporarily  lost  certain 
jirivileges  in  the  Chui’ch  to  “come 
back.” 

“Your  lives  are  as,  important  to  us 
as  they  should  be  to  you,”  he  said 
during  the  Sunday  morning  general 
conference  session  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

For  those  who  are  in  the  “waiting” 
stage  of  returning  to  full  fellowshij:), 
many  things  can  be  done  in  the  mean¬ 
time,  Elder  Ashton  said. 

“There  is  no  waiting  jjeriod  before 
we  can  come  unto  God.  In  our  weak¬ 
ness  we  know  where  we  can  turn  for 
strength.”  Good  advice  and  wise  di¬ 
rection  can  be  gleaned  from  studying 
the  scrijDtures,  which  will  in  turn  re¬ 
sult  in  renewed  self  esteem  and 
strength  to  do  God’s  will,  he  said. 

Feelings  of  resentment  and  bitter¬ 
ness  toward  those  administering  the 
discipline  should  be  shunned.  A  re¬ 
pentant  person  should  choose  his  own 
course  and  proceed  with  confidence, 
avoiding  self-inflicted  sympathy.  “It 
is  generally  good  medicine  to  sympa¬ 
thize  with  others,  but  not  with  your¬ 
self,”  said  Elder  Ashton. 

While  waiting,  there  are  many 
ways  to  participate.  “Some  privileges 
and  powers  are  lost,”  said  Elder  Ash¬ 
ton,  “but  let  us  not  lose  ourselves  in 
the  process  of  finding  ourselves 
again.  In  God’s  eyes  nobody  is  a  no¬ 
body.” 

Elder  Ashton  said  Church  mem¬ 
bers  should  not  be  indifferent  toward 
those  who  have  been  excommuni¬ 
cated  or  disfellowshipped,  but  need  to 
learn  to  love  everyone,  including 
those  who  are  difficult  to  love. 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley, 
first  counselor  in  the  first  Presi¬ 
dency,  said  that  of  all  the  events  in 
human  history,  the  resurrection  of  Je¬ 
sus  Christ  is  the  most  significant. 

“Of  all  the  victories  ...  none  is  so 
gi’eat,  none  so  universal  in  its  effect, 
none  so  everlasting  in  its  conse¬ 
quences  as  the  victory  of  ...  the 
lonely,  pain-racked  figure  on  Cal¬ 
vary’s  cross  who  triumphed  over

death  and  brought  the  gift  of  eternal 
life  to  all  mankind,”  he  said. 

With  the  recent  jDassing  of  several 
of  President  Hinckley’s  friends,  he 
said,  “there  has  also  been  comfort  and 
reassurance  and  certainty  that  death 
...  is  not  the  end. 

“Death,  although  bitter  to  observe, 
is  only  another  graduation  from  which 
we  go  on  to  a  better  life,”  President 
Hinckley  said. 

President  Thomas  S.  Monson,  sec¬ 
ond  counselor  in  the  First  Presi¬ 
dency,  expounded  on  “life’s  greatest 
questions,”  which  he  said  were: 
Where  did  we  come  from?  Whv  are 


we  here?  Where  do  we  go  when  w.e 
leave  this  life? 

“These  questions  and  answers 
transcend  mortality.  They  embrace 
eternity,”  he  said. 

The  spirits  of  man  are  the  offspring 
of  God,  said  President  Monson.  Life  is 
a  “time  of  testing”  and  an  ojjportunity 
to  prove  ourselves  as  we  learn  to  dis¬ 
cern  between  good  and  evil.  “We  dis- 
covei'  that  decisions  do  indeed  deter¬ 
mine  destiny,”  he  said. 

Unlike  children’s  toy  boats  which 
have  no  rudder  to  provide  direction 
and  no  source  of  power,  “we  have 
been  jn-ovided  divine  attributes  to 


guide  our  journey.  We  enter  mortal¬ 
ity  not  to  float  with  the  moving  cur¬ 
rents  of  life,  but  with  the  j)ower  to 
think,  to  reason  and  to  achieve,” 
President  Monson  said. 

To  ensure  a  “safe  return”  the  Lord 
has  provided  guidance  through 
prayer,  scripture  and  the  whisper¬ 
ings  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

According  to  Elder  M.  Russell  Bal¬ 
lard,  of  the  LDS  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  it  is  important  to  take  time  to 
observe  and  appreciate  the  marvels  of 
nature,  because  “to  truly  reverence 
the  Creator,  we  must  appreciate  his 
creations.” 

According  to  Elder  Ballard,  “All 
the  marvels  of  natui’e  are  glimpses  of 
his  diving  power  and  expressions  of 
his  love.”  God’s  gift  of  his  son,  Jesus 
Christ  is  an  “incomparable  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  this  divine  love  for  us.” 

God  has  expressed  his  love  for  his 
children  by  pi’oviding  the  guidance 
needed  for  progression  and  the  at¬ 
tainment  of  their  potential,  he  said. 

God  has  given  divine  counsel,  guid¬ 
ance  and  commandments  in  the  scrip¬ 
tures,  Elder  Ballard  said.  “When  we 
understand  and  follow  these  instruc¬ 
tions,  our  lives  have  purpose  and 
meaning.” 

Elder  Richard  G.  Scott  directed  his 
comments  to  those  whose  loved  ones 
have  “turned  from  righteousness  to 
pursue  evil.” 

The  member  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
the  Seventy  said  there  are  many 
things  which  can  be  done  to  help  a 
person  return  to  the  light,  but  some 
things  must  be  done  by  the  Lord. 
“Forced  obedience  yields  no  bless¬ 
ings,”  he  said. 

Elder  Scott  suggested  six  ways  to 
help  those  who  have  turned  from 
righteousness.  “First,  love  without 
limitations.  ...  Second,  do  not  con¬ 
done  the  transgressions,  but  extend 
every  hope  and  .support  to  the  ti’ans- 
gresspr.” 

Teach  truth,  honestly  forgive  as  of¬ 
ten  as  is  required,  pray  trustingly  and 
keep  perspective,  he  said.  “When  you 
have  done  all  that  you  can  reasonably 
do,  rest  the  burden  in  the  hands  of  the 
Lord. 

“Do  not  feel  guilty  because  you  can¬ 
not  do  more,”  Elder  Scott  said.  “In 
time,  you  will  feel  impressions  and 
know  how  to  give  further  help.

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the  scourging  and  the  final  tortui'e  of 
crucifixion,  the  Lord  remained  silent 
and  .submissive,”  said  Elder  Packer. 
“Excejit,  that  is,  for  one  moment  of 
intense  drama  which  reveals  the  very 
essence  of  (’hristian  doctrine. ” 

That  moment  came  during  the  trial 
when  Pilate  made  reference  to  the 
control  he  believed  he  had  over 
Jesus. 

But  the  Savior  said,  “Thou  couldest 
have  no  power  at  all  against  me.  ex¬ 
cept  it  were  given  thee  from  above,” 
said  Elder  Packer,  quoting  from  John 
19:11. 

Stressing  the  significance  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  as  a  second  witness 
of  Jesus  Christ,  Elder  Packer  noted 
that  the  New  Testament  makes  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  word  “atonement”  only 
once  because  many  precious  jiassages 
were  lost. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  makes  refer¬ 
ence  to  it  55  times.  “Those  jilain  and 
precious  things  were  restored.  They 
are  in  the  Book  of  Mormon,”  he  said. 

Know  shepherd’s  voice 
Elder  John  R.  Lasater,  who  was  sus¬ 
tained  as  a  member  of  the  First  Quo¬ 
rum  of  the  Seventy  last  April,  said  the 
personal  nature  of  the  Lord’s  min¬ 
istry  as  the  Master  Shepherd  should 
be  the  pattern  for  all  who  shepherd 
the  flocks  of  Israel,  even  in  the 
present  time. 

“Do  we  understand  the  personal 
nature  of  the  shepherd’s  call?

“No,  it  is  not  a  hew  call;  it  has  al¬ 
ways  been  so.” 

Sister  Dwan  J.  Young,  who  has 
served  as  General  Pidmary  president 
for  eight  years,  was  released  during 
the  conference  to  assist  her  husband 
in  his  new  calling  as  a  mission  presi¬ 
dent  in  Alberta,  (Canada. 

During  the  closing  session,  Sistei’ 
Young  spoke  about  teaching  children 
the  gospel  and  the  importance  of 
spending  time  with  them  every  day. 

“But  many  of  our  children  today  are 
learning  under  less  than  ideal  circum¬ 
stances,”  she  said. 

“Even  in  elementary  schools,  some 
of  the  children  are  confronted  with 
drugs,  alcohol,  profane  language  and 
even  immorality  among  classmates. 

“In  this  kind  of  environment,  we 
must  take  time  to  teach  children 
about  the  important  things  of  life  — 
about  Heavenly  F’ather,  the  Savior 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,”  said  Sister 
Young.

Oklahoma  faces  Kansas  for  title

KANSAS  CITY,  Mo.  —  The  1988 
NCAA  basketball  tournament  win¬ 
ner  will  belong  to  the  Big  Eight  con¬ 
ference.  That  much  we  know.  The 
question  now  is  will  the  Kansas  Jay- 
hawks,  who  finished  third  in  their 
conference  during  the  regular  season, 
be  able  to  beat  the  team  they  lost  to 
twice  during  the  regular  season  — 
Oklahoma  —  for  the  national  champi¬ 
onship. 

Tip  off  for  tonight’s  game  is  set  for  8 
p.m.  (MST). 

“We’ve  been  the  quickest  team  on 
the  floor  evei’y  game  we’ve  played,” 
said  Sooner  guard  Mookie  Blaylock. 
“Even  though  we  already  beat  Kan¬ 
sas  twice  this  year,  that  doesn’t  mean 
we’re  going  to  come  out  Monday  night 
and  be  overconfident. 

“We  didn’t  take  Arizona  lightly  and 


we  sure  aren’t  going  to  take  Kansas 
lightlv,”  said  Blavlock. 

OKLAHOMA-ARIZONA 

Stacey  King  and  Harvey  Grant 
each  scored  21  points  and  No.  4  Okla¬ 
homa  jDi-essured  second-ranked  Ari¬ 
zona  out  of  its  game  Saturday  night, 
86-78,  setting  up  the  all-Big  Eight 
showdown. 

King,  a  6-foot-lO  junior  centei'  and 
the  Sooners’  leading  scorer  at  22.9 
and  the  NCAA  tournament’s  leading- 
scorer  with  135  ix)ints  in  five  games, 
was  charged  with  his  fourth  foul  with 
9:16  remaining  in  the  game  and  Okla¬ 
homa  leading  58-49. 

But  the  Sooners,  second  in  the  na¬ 
tion  in  scoring  this  season  with  104 
points  per  game,  turned  into  a  jjatient 
team  and  ran  the  45-second  clock 
down  on  each  of  its  possessions. 

The  Sooners  seemed  to  take  com¬ 
mand  of  the  game  with  an  11-0  run  in 


the  first  half  and  they  led  39-27  at 
halftime. 

But  the  Wildcats  got  within  51-48 
with  12:51  left  on  a  three-point  play 
by  All-American  Sean  Elliott.  The 
Sooners  then  went  on  a  7-2  run 
cajqjed  by  Ricky  Grace’s  J-jjointer 
with  10:42  left  that  gave  them  a  58-49 
lead. 

King’s  fourth  foul  came  on  the  ne.xt 
possession  and  the  Sooners  showed 
they  can  work  the  ball  and  be  a  ])a- 
tient  offensive  team. 

Grace  added  13  (Doints  for  Okla¬ 
homa,  while  his  backcourtmate 
Mookie  Blaylock  had  11. 

Elliott  led  Ai’izona  with  31  points, 
while  Anthony  Cook  had  16. 

Arizona  was  taken  out  of  its  game 
by  the  Sooners  as  the  Wildcats  com¬ 
mitted  15  turnovers,  nine  in  the  first 
half,  after  averaging  just  12  per  game 
this  season.

CJuick  ways  exist  to  determine  if 
you  can  reduce  taxes  by  filing  sejia- 
rate  returns.  After  collecting  your  in¬ 
formation.  first  comi)ute  tentative 
tax  amounts  using  various  assumj)- 
tions  for  Federal  and  state  returns. 

Federal  forms  and  many  state 
forms  are  available  in  the  (imbuds- 
man’s  VITA  Office  in  2;!0  ELWG. 
You  may  take  your  return  to  this  of¬ 
fice  before  you  mail  it  for  review  at  no 
charge. 

Additional  information  from  the 
IKS  states  that  mai'ried  coui)les  who 
work  are  eli.gible  for  a  sjjecial  deduc¬ 
tion  of  as  much  as  $:>,000  on  1985  fed¬ 
eral  tax  returns. 

This  deduction  may  be  claimed  on 
either  Form  1040  A  or  1040  as  a  sub¬ 
traction  from  gross  income. 

The  deduction  is  limited  to  10  i)er- 
cent  of  the  (lualilied  earned  income  of 
the  lesser-earned  s])ouse. 

However,  the  maximum  amount  al¬ 
lowed  is  10  jjercent  of  uj)  to  .$;>(), 000 
for  a  deduction  of  $;{,000.  To  take  the 
deduction,  both  sijouses  must  have 


earned  income,  such  as  wages, 
salai'ies  and  tips. 

However,  income  earned  by  one 
spouse  working  for  the  other  does  not 
(lualify :  nor  does  such  income  as  inter¬ 
est,  (lividends,  |)ensions,  annuities, 
IRA  distributions,  unemployment 
compensation,  deferred  compensa¬ 
tion  of  nontaxable  income. 

The  IRS  also  suggested  that  keep¬ 
ing  copies  of  federal  income  tax  re¬ 
turns  from  prior  year  not  only  serve 
as  good  financial  records,  but  they  can 
serve  as  guides  for  filling  out  returns 
as  well. 

A  good  deal  of  information  may  be 
utilized  from  old  coi)ies,  esijecially  for 


those  taxpayers  whose  financial  situ¬ 
ations  stay  almost  the  same  from  year 
to  year,  according  to  the  1 RS. 

Being  able  to  refei-  to  completed 
returns  could  also  be  lielpful  to  those 
who  might  later  wish  to  amend  their 
returns,  income  average,  or  who  are 
called  in  for  a  tax  examination.
